Is general agitation among the Budd-
hists In favor of freeing themselves
from: the dominution of China, gome of
them favoring the removal of the Dalol
Liama to northern Mongolla and en-
tering on & holy war for the establish-
ment of .4 Buddhist’ kingdom, while
others advornte appealing for the pro-
tection of Russlh,. What effect the
British expedition and the deposition
of the Lelal Linma will have on the
movement is the subject of much apecs
ulation,

plligrimage may compel Russia to at-

Beside King Peter rode his two sons,
George and Alexander,

The cathedral was reached shortly
after. There the representatives of the
forelgn powers, the cabinet ministers
and others had alrendy been walting
for pome time,

An King Petor thiered, the metropol-
{tan cofseerited Aim and more artil-
lery anlutes were fired.” The king then
took up his position undeér a canopy
and the metropolitan, nasisted by many
bishops and other clergy, commenced
the molemn service, the cholr singing,
“Thank Thee, Our Lord.”

After the prayer, the premler and
other ministers’ handed crown and re-
galin to King Peter. He klssed the
crown, placed It on his head and robed
himself in the royal garments. An ar-
tillery "salute of 101 guns then an-
nounced to the people of Belgrade that
King Peter had been orowned.

It wis nearly three hours before the
service was concluded and the ritual
of the church complied with, King
Peter afterward signed the coronation
document, which was witnessed by the
metropolitan, the premier, the cabinet
ministers und the other heads of state.
Waearing the crown on his head and ful.
Iy robed, the king left the cathedral,
remounted his horse and rode through
the crowded streets to  the paluce.
There, In the grand featal hall, King
Peter recelved the congratulntions of
the diplomatie corps and others, aw-
cended the royal throne and once more
took the scepter and orb In his hands,
The ceremony of rendering homuge was
then performed.

RULING IN CHINESE CASE.

First Statsment of Orientals Can Not|
Be Held Against Them,
Portland, 8ept. 21.—By a rullng of
United States Commissioner McKee
the first statement of Chinese taken
after arrest for being (llegally within
the boundaries of the United States
by a Chinese inspector or any other
Inspector can not be used by the gov-
ernment as evidence. The decision
was made during the hearing of the
case of Dong Sam, held for deporta-
tion. Immediutely after his arrest Dong
8am made a statement to a Chinese In-
spector which was prima facle evi-
dence that the Chinaman was not legal-
Iy entitled to remain in this country.
When this statement was offered in ev.
idepce It was not admitted. Commln-
sloner McKee assigned the reason tlut
when the statement was taken there
was no lawyer present to advise the

Chinaman what to say.

The effect of the ruling Is to make
admission easy for n large number of
Chines¢ upon whose first statement the
government based the application for
deportation.
